H e has much energy, a boundless 
am bition and an unbounded belief in 
his country’s future. H is graud scheme 
Is to merge Venezuela, Colombia and 
E cuador In one big federation, w ith 
him self as Its dictator.

crashed In at the front, fled to B arba­ 
dos on Venezuela’s only gunboat and 
then, w ith infinite courtesy, sent the 
boat back to C astro w ith a note say ­ 
ing, “I return you the navy; you may 
need It yourself.” 
C astro’* aspirations lean rath er to 
the B ianco method of exit and to a 
golden exile. T raitors In his own bouse 
tell of frequent shipm ents of gold sent 
abroad by the th rifty president. 
In the heart of the capital city there 
Is a i>alace which has an extension built 
entirely of steel. 
T he house is called 
Mira Flores and w as the residence of 
Creapo w hen th at fighting general w as 
president. The steel extension w as not 
built w ith the forethought of fire; It is 
earth q u ak e proof. 
T h at the steel house is bullet proof Is 
an added point of m erit in the d icta­ 
to r's eyes. 
T hat w hich C astro most 
fears is not earthquake, not nature, but 
hum ankind. 
R ichard H arding D avis 
tells an anecdote of C astro In connec­ 
tion w ith this steel bouse. 
"T he president is a good fellow.”

H e Is a great adm irer of 
President Roosevelt, w hose rough rid ­ 
ers he Is never tired of hearing about, 
im agining them like his ow n troops

he should come to W ashington and of­ 
fer big sw ord in our service. An am us­ 
ing th in g happened in his household 
the other day.

all steel room, decorated by French 
artists and costing $10,000, to take ref­

w eeks ago there w as an earthquake, 
h u t th e president an d hts entire house­ 
hold clean forgot the $10,000 steel room, 
running Instead Into the street.” 
In Venezuela C astro has under his 
sw ay about 2.500.000 peopler scattered 
over nu area of 503.043 square miles. 
T he population is of the sam e charac­ 
ter as In Colombia and E cuador—a 
m ixture 
of 
Indians, 
Spanish, 
half 
breeds and negroes, though the m ix­ 
ture of Indian blood w ith the Spanish 
is not so great as it is in Colombia. 
In 
the latter country the Indian blood Is 
very prom inent, and Its possessors, so 
fa r from seeking to conceal the fa ct 
are ra th e r proud of I t 
T he people of these countries are 
fighters In their Irregular w ay. but the 
m ost stu rd y and th e best soldiers In 
Venezuela are th e cow punchers of the 
llanos, g reat plains like the plains of 
our w est, and In Colombia the little 
Indians from Cauca are as brave and 
as fond of tum ult and battle as they 
are undisciplined aud hard to control.

Bear 
in mind that, while the waste of the 
body is mu h more rapid, the depriva­ 
tion of physical exercise encourages 
torpidity of the voluntary functions 
aud renders them sluggish in eliminat­ 
ing these wastes; therefore it is of the 
utmost importance that (la* tasks im 
posed upon them should be light. 
Drain workers require the most con­ 
centrated and easily digested foods. 
They should eut fresh beef and unit 
ton, fish, eggs—cooked in many forms, 
but never hard boiled or fried oysters 
and crisp salads, lettuce, chicory, toma­ 
toes, watercress, etc., with mayonnaise 
or French dressing. They should begin 
the day with fruit and make it form 
the principal part of luncheon and be 
very sparing in their use of cereals, 
eschewing entirely white bread and 
oatmeal. Their ideal luncheon, which
